Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by applicants admitted prior art Fig. 2. 

Instant Fig. 2 shows an auto-clamping circuit 
responsive to a reset signal PORL for tying an input 
terminal 31 to a definite voltage potential (i.e., ground 
voltage) , which includes a conductive input line 32 coupled 
to the input terminal 31, and an electronic switching means 
(i.e., the combination of elements 33 and 35) coupled 
between the input line 32 and a voltage supply line (i.e., 
the ground line) , which elements are effective for coupling 
line 32 to ground whenever the reset signal PORL is 
asserted (i.e., whenever PORL is low logic level, the gate 
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voltage of FET 33 will be high logic level and the input 
line 32 will be pulled down to ground, i.e., 0V. 

3. Claim 7 is allowed.
